IN OUR BREEDING PROGRAM, we keep in mind the need to develop and grow many differ- 
ent types to meet the publics ever-changing demand. For Cymbidiums, this necessitates 
the use of all present types, which include the finest of Diploid and Tetraploid parents. We 
are also using the one known Pentaploid parent for breeding newer and finer cymbidiums. 
Cypripedium seedling production receives the same careful thought and planning, along with 
the use of world-renowned parent stock which, of course, is so necessary to obtain the de- 
sired results. By careful analysis of the many years of study and work that has gone into 
the breeding of flowers, a hybridist may gain the knowledge and understanding of what 
it takes to make new and successful modern hybrids. Add to this, careful use of PROVEN 
parent stock, and you are assured of the best results. 


CULTURE 


Cymbidium seedlings can be grown with mature plants and under the same conditions (see 
our cultural bulletin or catalog). However, to obtain somewhat faster growth the following 
suggestions are offered: 50°F - 65°F. minimum temperature, 1200-2500 ft. candles of 
light, an open light compost (such as our M-3 formula), adequate watering (don’t let the 
plants dry out), and a regular feeding program with a well-balanced fertilizer such as Ga- 
viota Orchid Fertilizer. Feed approximately every two weeks unless the plants become too 
soft and dark green. If this occurs, stop feeding for a month or 6 weeks or increase the 
amount of light.

As can be seen from the above, requirements for cypripediums are extremely 
simple, as they are adaptable to a wide variety of conditions and are norm- 
ally the most pest free of all the orchids. The wide selection of colors and 
types, along with being, perhaps, the longest lasting of all orchid flowers 
(6 to 8 weeks or more), makes these plants so worthwhile and valuable to 
both amateur and commercial grower alike. 


Care of cypripediums follows that of cymbidiums except that they require 
more shade (800 to 1500 ft. candles of light). As they have no bulbs, they 


require more frequent watering and should not be allowed to become dry 
at the roots. Conditions similar to those afforded begonias or african violets 
seem quite satisfactory. The plain green leaf varieties may be grown cool 
as with cymbidiurms; however, the mottled leaf varieties require a temper- 
ature of 58°F. or above. Pot grown plants benefit by repotting approximately 
every 2 years. 


When grown in the home, they should be placed in a very light position, such 
as an east, south or west window. During the hottest part of the year give 
filtered sun if facing south or west (such as split bamboo affords). Fertilize 
approximately every fourth watering with a complete nutrient solution such 
as Gaviota Orchid Fertilizer.
